Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's amendnnent and request for 
continued examination filed, 04 August 2008, of application filed, with the above serial 
number, on 19 May 2000 in which claims 9 and 11 have been amended. Claims 9-18 
are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach the claims including the portable terminal 
displaying the requested information on a first display area and only the authentication 
information which specifically identifies the information providing server on a second 
display area, the second display area being an independent screen area separate from 
the first display area, and the authentication information can not be edited by the 
portable terminal.
